The Senate and the 
Bland Bill 


The Latter Used to Stand 
the Tariff 


General Sickles Sharply Scores 
Mr. Lochren. 


Senator Hill the Revenue Deficit—Judge 
Jenkins’s Railroad Order—A Re- 
buke to Secr tary of Navy 
Herbert. 


By Telegraph from the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—It de 
velops that the concerted action of 
the Republican’ Senators, in the effort 
to take up the Bland Seigniorage Bill 
at this time, with the purpose of dis- 
piacing the tariff bill, is the ult of 
a conference he'd by the Ad Com- 
mittte of the Republican Senat@Mal cau- 
While ‘the Republican Senators, 
both those favorable to and those ad- 
vanse to sliver, express themselve#{n fa- 
vor of the movement, there is no great 
manifested on either hand. 

Neither the free-coinage Republicans 
nor the anti-silver Senators care much 
for the Bland Seigniorage Bil] as such. 
Of course, the ant!-silver Republicans 
would oppose the bill, and if they, sup- 
port it now, or appear to do so, their 
only motive is to stind off the tariff 
bill. The silver men do not consider 
the passage of the bill would have any 


influence whatever 6n behalf of sil- 
ver. 


‘CONGRESS. 
REGLLAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—SENATE®. 
—Senator Mill presented a_ resolution 
setting forth that, as there is an an- 
nounced deficit. of $78,000,000 for the cur- 
rent fiscal’ year, as the Wilson bill pro- 
posed to discard that much revenue 
from the tariff, and meet the double 
deficiency by interna! direct taxation, 
the Finance Committee be directed to 
frame amendments to the bill, omitting 
‘the proposed mew interhal taxes, and 
make, instead, provision for sufficient 
revenue by taxing other foreign im- 
ports, and otherwise revising the tariff 
‘without creating a deficiency. 

Seratir Harris of rennessee moved 
a. second reading of the Bland Seign- 
lorage Bill. In doing so he said that 
no one was a more earnest advocate of 
silver coinage than he, but there was a 
question which should take precedence, 
and, without a breach of confidence, he 
could state that the Finance Committee 
was on the verge of reporting the tariff 
bill to the Senate. He ‘therefore ob- 
jected to further proceedings on the 
Seignicrage bill, and under that okfec- 
— it would have to go to the calen- 

ar 

Senator Berry of Arkansas rose to a 
question of personal privilege. A New 
YorR paper had printed his picture as 
one of a list of obstructionists to the 
Wilsor bill. He declarei he was al- 
ways a friend of the bill. 

Senators McLa‘irin of Mississippi and 
Faulkner of West Virginia, whose pic- 
tures were among those of the obstruc- 
ticnists, also denied being foes to the 
bill. Their explanations were greeted 
witk laughter and applause. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama caused 
amusement by falling into line with the 
other “‘conspirators’’ mentioned in the 
newspaper article. “The Senator from 
West Virginia,”’ said he, “is not gullty 
as charged, but I was not nearly as 
bad as he, and therefore am not guilty.” 
(Laughter.) » 

Senator Call of Louisiana said the 
Statement made in the newspaper was 
absolutely false as far as he was con- 
cerned, and he believed that it was as 


far as the other Senators were con- 
cern 


or Stewart gave notice that to- 
morrow he would move to:make the 
Bland bill the business before the Sen- 
ate until it was disposed of. 

Senator Teller also spoke on the same 
subject. After a brief executive session 
the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE.—A resolution was adopted 
for investigation of Judge Jenkins’s 
Northern Pacific order restraining the 
men from striking. 

Mr. Strait of South Carolina rose 
to a question of privilege on the ground 
that his rights had been invaded by 
the Secretary of the Navy in appoint- 
ing and charging to his district a naval 
cadet from another tate. Mr..Cum- 
mings, chairman of the Naval Affairs 
Committee, stated that the committee 
agreed with Mr. Strait and reported a 
bill to prevent such mistakes in the 
future. 

Mr. Strait asked the adoption of a 
resolution that the appointment by the 
Secretary of the Navy of a naval cadet 
for the Fifth District of South Carolina 
from the Sixth Alabama District is 
without the authority of law and is 
void. The resolution was adopted. 

The House then went into the com- 
mittee of the whole for further consid- 
eration of the Pension Appropriation’ 
Bill. Gen. Sickles of New York took 
the floor and had read an extract from 
President Cleveland's letter of accep- 
tance of the Presidential nomination, 
saying the debt due the defenders of 
the Union should be ungrudgingly dis- 
charged. Upon that pledge te soldiers 
the Democratic party stood and won a 
political victory. 

“We are not able to agree with ‘the 
Commissioner of Pensions either in the 
translation of the law or the manner 
of treating the legislation of Congress. 
The Commissioner characterized the 
act of December 13, 1893, in which Con- 
gress declared the pension a ‘vested 
right’ as ‘inaccurate and inappropri- 
ate.’ That is not a decorous way of 
treating an act of Congress and his 
superior officers should réturn it to 
him with an admonition to treat Con-

POSTAL AFFAIRS. 


The Aprropriations Reduced $3,000, 
Last Year’s—The Salaries. 
WASHINGTON, March 6.—The re- 
port of.the Committee on Postoffices 
subimitted to the House with the Post- 
office Appropriation Bil shows the bill 
carries a total appropriation of $87,470,- 
599, or about $3,000,000 less than the de- 
partment estimates, and a like amount 
more than the appropriation for the 
current year. The estimated postal 
revenue for the fiscal year, 1896, is 
$84,427,748. 

The bill cuts the estimates $17,260,- 
000. For compensation of postmasters, 
to $16,000,000; for clerks’ salaries, the 
full $9,700,000 asked is appropriated; 
for compensation to railroads, the 
amount is cut from $26,900,000 to $25,- 
500,000. A saving of $967,923 has been

All ap- 
pearances indicated when they ad- 
journed that they had concluded their 
labors, but the members refused to say 
that they had. Senator Voorhees said 
he had called no meeting of the full 
committee, but none of the members 
would say positively that no meeting 
would be held tomorrow, or that -the 
bill would not be reported by that 

time.

Departure of the Acapulco Ends 
the ‘Low’ Tariff. 


The 


North American Navigation 
Company’s Contracts. 


Be Expected—The Panama Railway 
Company's Position is 
Not Known, 
By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 6.—(Special 
Dispatch.) .The Pacific Mail Company 
has concluded ;that the rate war with 
the North American Navigation Com- 
pany is at an end, for the ocean mo- 
noepolist has issued a manifesto to mer- 
chants that, with the departure of the 
Acapulco dates the death of the low- 
tariff schedule. The Colon is the next 
vessel to leave for Panama and way 
ports after the Acapulco, and freight 
shipped by her will go at the rate of $5 
per ton. This figure is only to ports at 
which the vessels touch, 

To other ports from Acapulco north 
and south, from Champerico and San 
Jose de Guatamala up and down the 
coast the rate has been increased to 
$7.50. This is a big jump from $2 per 
ton, and it will,.make quite a difference 
to the shippers and consignees along 
the Mexican and Central American 
coast. The only reason for the sudden 
increase which can be ascribed is a 
conviction in the minds of Mr. Hunting- 
ton’s directors that the opposition or 
»merchants’ line is on its last legs. © 

The North American Navigation 
Company’s steamer Saturn went away 
laden with freight, and all things point 
to. her remaining away. The company 
glaims that she is coming back, but as 
its contract with her owners expires on 
May 1 it is not thought likely that she 
will make another trip. The contract 
with the Progresso expires at the same 
time, and that is all that the company 
knows at present. They cannot tell 
whether the Panama Railway Company 
will prove loyal to them, and they 
hardly dare hope that it will. When 
the Progresso arrives in a few days 
there will be another big cargo of 
freight ready for her. At the office of 
the North American Navigation Com- 
pany the officers are found loyal to 
their trust, and they naturally deny 
the rumors that the merchants’ line is 
soon to be a thing of the past.

Judge Van Dyke yesterday #ndered 
his de¢ision sustaining the @murrer 
to the answer and granting. aestrain- 
ing order in the case of the @unty of 
Los Angeles vs. F. E. Lopé¢, County 
Auditor, an action to enjoindeféndant 
from issuing a warrant fonthe salary 
of B. C. Hodgman, the Taxdénd License 
Collector recently appoirttd by the 
Board of Supervisors is) accordance 
.with the following opinioi which ef- 
fectuaily disposes of the question as 
to the legality of said appointment: 


The complaint or peition in this 
‘case states that on the $d day of Feb- 
ruary, 1894, E, C. Hodgman presented 
his claim against th® county to the 
Board of Supervisom for salary as 
License Tax Collectors for the month of 
‘January in the sum af $110; that on the 
‘Sth of February the board allowed this 
claim and ordered tht defendant, Lopez, 
as Auditor, to drawhis warrant there- 
for, and in pursuame of this order the 
said Auditor did @aw his warrant on 
the defendant, Feming, as County 
Treasurer, and wa about to and would 
deliver the same to Hodgman unl 
restrained by the order of this court; 
and that the ssid defendant Fleming, 
as Treasurer, was about to and would 
pay the said warrant unless restrained. 

The answer admits the above allega- 
tions, and seis up in defense that on 
the 28th of January, 1893, the Board 
of Supervisors of said county appointed 
the said Hodgman as License Tax Col- 
lector of said county, 
compensation for performing the duties 
of that office at $110 per month; that 
on the ist of February, 1893, he gave 
an official bond IN the sum of $10,000 
to secure the faithful performance of 

‘his duties, and duly qualified and en- 
tered upon the duties of his office, and 
from that time has been and is still 
collecting the Ncense tax of this county. 

To this answer the plaintiff demurs 
on the ground that the facts stated in 
the answer do not constitute a defense 
to the cause of action stated in the 
complaint. 

‘The answer does not set out the ordi- 
nance under which Hodgman was ap- 
pointed, but it is stipulated that that 
portion of it pertinent to the case is as 
follows: 

“There shall be appointed by the

ber 8, 1893, (34 Pac., Rep., 717) the court 
says: “A license tax collector is an 
officer; he exercises a public duty in 
the collection of this part of the public 
revenue.” .. 

The position, therefore, taken by the 
defendants’ counsel, that the license 
tax collector in this case is a mere 
agent of the Board of Supervisors in 
this behalf, and not an officer of the 
county, is entirely untenable. < 

By sec. 5 art. 11, of the Consti- 
tution, it is provided: ‘‘The Legisla- 
ture, by general and,» uniform laws, 
shall provide for the election or ap- 
pointment, in the several counties, of 
boards of supervisors, sheriffs, county 
clerks, district attorneys, and such 
other county, township and municipal 
officers as public convenience may re- 
quire, and shall prescribe their du- 
ties, and fix their terms of office. It 
shafl reguiate the compensation of ail 
such officers, in proportion to the du- 
ties, and for this purpose may classify 
the counties by population; and it 
shall provide for the strict account- 
ability of county and township officers 
for all fees which may be collected by 
them, and for all public and municipal 
moneys which may be paid to them 
or officially come into their posgession.”’ 
Section 12 of the same article is as 
follows: ‘The Legislature shall have 
no power to impose taxes upon coun- 
ties, cities, towns, or other pubiic or 
municipal corporations, or upon the 
inhabitants or property thereof, for 
county, city, town or other municipal 
purposes, but may, by general laws, 
vest in ‘the corporate authorities 
thereof the power to assess col- 
lect taxes for such purposes.”’ 

In the People vs. Ferguson, (65 Cal., 
288,) the Supreme Court, quoting sec. 
ot. ill, -of the Constitution 
-and the act ‘of 1883, to establish a uni- 
form system of county and township 
governments (which act empowered the 
Supervisors to license for purposes of 
regulation and. revenue every kind of 
business not prohibited by hw, to fix 
the rates of license and collect the 
same,) says: ‘“Dhe general power thus 
conferred on the board to coltect in- 
ciudés the power to appoint an agent 
to do so. This vieW does not, we think 
at atl conflict with sec. 65 of art. 
11 of the Constitution.”” The decision 
in that case was by “the court,’ and 
the facts are not stated in the opinion. 
Justice McKee filed a dissenting opin- 
ion, tin which he holds that a license

In Rowe vs. Kern county (72 Cal.,.

contends that the\Legislature alone, 
under the Constitution, has the power 
to. provide for the election or appoint- 
ment of county officers., Justice Mc- 
Kinstry also dissented. It is this case, 
and some others which refer to it, on 
which the counsel for defendants rely 
to sustain the action of the Board 
of Supervisors in the case under con- 
sideratidn. 

In the matiter of Lawrence on habeas 
corpus ( 69 Cal., 610,) the court says: 
“The power of boards of supervisors,, 
under sec. 12, art. 11, Constitution 
of California, and the statutes of 1883, 
to impose a license tax and to provide 
for its collection, has been held by 
this court to include the power to ap- 
point a suitable person to collect such 
taxes, and, therefore, if it chose to 
designate the tax collector of the 


and constitutional right to do. so.” 
(Citing Peopie vs. Ferguson.) In that 
case, however, it appears the tax col- 
lector, an officer of the county, was 
designated to collect the license tax 
and not\a license tax collector, or an 
agent appointed by the Board of Su- 
pervisor?. 

The County of Amador vs. Kennedy 
(70 Cal., 458,) was an action brought 


‘to recover of the defendant a license 


tax, and the court says: “It is con- 
tended that the Board of Supervisors 
had no authority to appoint an agent 
to collect the license taxes under the 
above ordinance. We consider this 
point settled, by the judgement of this 
court, in People vs. Ferguson (65 Cal., 
288,) adverse to the contention of ap- 
pellamt. We are satisfied with the rul- 
ing of the case referred to, and refuse 
to disturb it.’’ But that, also, was a 
suit to recover the tax. The People 
vs. Stacey (74 Cal., 374,) was an action 
brought against the sureties on a bond 
Biven by one Walker, who had been 
appointed by the Board of Supervisors 
of San Bernardino county a license 
tax collector. The opinion is by the 
commissioners, and it is therein held: 
“That the Board of Supervisors had au- 
thority to appoint a collector of license 
taxes,’’ referring to People vs. Fergu- 
son and the County of Amador ys. 
Kennedy; also held that the bond given 
by the appointee for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties was an official 
bond. 

A license may be imposed for the 
purpose of regulating or controlling 
the transaction of business, or for the 
purpose of raisigg revenue; in the for- 
mer case it is ik the nature of a po- 
lice regulation, and in the latter it 
becomes a tax. 

Sec. 2 of art. 11 of. the Constitu- 
tion relates to police and sanitary reg- 


ulations, and that section is self-act- 


ing, and requires no legislation, but 
directly, in terms, empowers any 
county, city, town or township to maké 
and enforce within its limits all such 
local police, safiitary, and other regu!a- 
tions as are not in conflict with gen- 
eral laws. | 

In 1874 the Legislature passed a law 
authorizing the legal voters of any in- 
corporated city, town or township to 
determine the question whether licenses 
or no licenses should be granted for 
the purpose of the sale of liquor. The 
act was generally known as “The Lo- 
cal Option Law.” In ex parte Wall, 
(48 Cal., 280,) this dct was declared un- 
constitutional. The defeat of the local 
option law created considerable feeling 
throughout the State among a large 
class of people and the result was, 
when the Constitutional Convention as- 
sembled in 1878, it was petitioned to 
make some provision in the new Constt- 
tution conferring directly upon counties, 
cities, towns and townships the right 
to exercise this police power regulating 
or suppressing the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. (See Debates of Convention, 
p. 156, et seq.) The result was the in- 
corporation of sec. 2, art. 11 just re- 
ferred to. Whereas sec. 12, in regard 
to taxation, whether by license upon 
individuals or business or by tax upon 
property, requires action on the part 
of the Legislature to erfforce it.

It = held in People vs. Martin, (60 
Cal., 155,) that the word ‘‘taxes’’ within 
the meaning of that section included 
a license for the purpose of raising 
revenue and the court. says in refer- 
ence to license fees imposed for such 
purposes ‘“‘Where that is the case they 
are in effect taxes,” citing ‘‘Cooley on 
Taxation,”’ p. 396-7 and **Sec- 
ond Dillon on Municipal Corpora- 
tions,”” sec... 768. And the court 
adds: ‘“‘It is clear that the section is 
not limited to taxes upon property, 
for by its express language the Legis- 
lature is prohibited from imposing 
taxes upon inhabitants of eounties, 
cities, towns or other public or muni- 
cipal corporations, as well as upon their 
property for county, city, town or 
other municipal purposes.’’ (See also 
In re Stewart, 61-Cal., 374.) 

In the several county government 


acts the Legislature has conferred 


the Board of Supervisors the power to 
collect a license within the county. In 
the county government act of 1891, stat- 
utes of 1891, p. 295, among the powers 
conferred upon the Board of Supervis- 
ors is the following: 


“To license for purposes of regulation 
and revenue all and every kind of busi- 
ness not prohibited by law and trans- 
acted and carried on in such countieS, 
and all shows, exhibitions and lawful 
games carried on therein; to fix the 
rates of license tax upon the same and 
to provide for the collection of the 
same by suit or otherwise.”’ Subdivis- 
ion 27, sec. 25. It is claimed on be- 
half of the defendants that this power 
to collect the license ‘‘by suit or other- 
wise’’ authorizes the Board of Super- 
visors to appeint an agent or a col- 
lector of licenses. But if this agent or 
collector of licenses be an officer, as 
he is shown to be in this case, then 
we run against sec. 5, art. 11 of the 
Constitution, which confers upon the 
Legislature, as already seen, the sole 
power to provide for the election or 
appointment of all officers of a county 
that public convenience may require, 
as well as to prescribe their duties and 
compensation, and it has been repeat- 
edly held that this power conferred 
upon the Legislature by the Constitu- 
tion cannot be delegated to the Super- 
visors. (Doughterty vs. Austin, 94 
Cal., 603 and 605; People vs. Johnson, 
95 Cal., 472; Welch vs. Bramlet, 98 Cal., 
924.) In the latter case the court says, 
referring to sec. 5, art. 11: ““This provis- 
ion of.the Constitution is mandatory 
and must be construed not only 
as giving to the Legislature the exclu- 
sive authority to previde for the officers 
in the several counties, fix their terms 
of office, and prescribe their dutics, 
but also as declaring that such provis- 
ion must be made ‘by general and uni- 
form laws,’ and that any law which 
the Legislature may enact upon these 
subjects must be uniformly applicabie 
to all the counties in the State.” And 
coming down later. in El Dorado 
County vs. Meiss, the Supreme Cour: 
says: “It is further claimed by the de- 
fendant that the ordinance creating the 
office of License Tax Collector for, the 
county of El Dorado is void, because 
of ‘the want of power in the Board of 
Supervisors to create such an Office; 
the duty of providing for the election 
or appointment of all necessary county 
officers, and prescribing their duties 
and fixing their terms of office, being 
devolved upon the Legislature by sec. 
5, art. 11 of the Constitution. That 
section, so far as necessary to be here 
stated is as follows: ‘The Legislature, 
by genéral and uniform laws, shall pro- 
vide for the election or appointment 
in the several counties of boards of 
supervisors, sheriffs, county clerks, 
district attorneys and euch other 
county, township and munictpal officers 
as public convenience may require, and 
shall prescribe their duties and fix their 
terms of office.’ It was held in the 
case of the People vs. Ferguson, (65 Cal., 
288: 4 Pac., Rep. 4; that the board of 
supervisors of a county might create 
the office of license tax collector, and 
that the exercise of such power was 
not in conflict with the section of the 
Constitution just quoted. This opinion, 


hewever, was not concurred in by all 
of the members of the court, and we 
think the dissenting opinion of Jus- 
tice McKee in that chse, in so far as 
it relates to this particular point, statcs 
a correct rule. A license tax collector 
is an officer. He exercises a public duty 
in the collection of. this part of the 
public revenue, and the board of super- 


‘visors of a county have no more power 


to create such an office upon their 
own views of the public necessity or 
ecnvenience than they would have to 
create any other kind of office deemed 
by them hecessary or convenient for 
the transaction of public business. The 
duty of providing for the election or 
appointment of the particular officers 
named in sec. 5, & 11, of the Con- 
stitution, ‘and to prescribe their duties 
and fix their terms of office,’ is by this 
section vested exclusively in the Leg- 


islature of the State and ean be. exer 


cised by no other body. The Legisla- 
ture cannot divest itself of this duty 
by any delegation of the power.”’ 

It is contended, however, on the part 
of the defendants’ counsel, that the 
portion of the opinion in El Dorado: 
County vs. Meiss, just cited, is obiter 
dictum. That may be so, strictly speak- 
ing, as the case could have been de- 
cided the same way without.declaring 
the appointment of a lic@hse tax col- 
lector void. But the like may be said 
in reference to most, if not all, of the 
cases in line of People vs. Ferguson 
already referred to. They could have 
been disposed of as they were decided 
without detg@rmining that the Super- 
visors had wer to appoint a license 
tax collectoF. 


The rules laid down in El Dorado 
County vs. Meiss and People vs. Fer- 
Zuson are in direct conflict, and, al- 
though it may not have been abso- 
lutely necessary to the decision of the 
latter case to announce the rule re- 


. ferred to, still it is apparent that it 


is not a careless or inconsiderate ‘ex- 
pression of the court, but an an- 
nouncement of.a logical result of pre- 
ceding cases, and it is a bank decision 
and no dissenting opinion. It had al- 
ready been decided, shown, that 
the power conferred by the Constitution 
upon the Legislature to provide for the 
election or appointment of such county 
officers as public convenience might 
require could not be delegated, but 
must be exercised by the Legis'ature 
itself; also, that one authorized and 
empowered to collect public revenue 
for the county is an officer within the 
meaning of‘the law, and exercises pub- 
lic functions, whatever title may be 
given him, whether agent or license 
tax collector. Therecan be nodoubt of 
the correctness of the constitutional! 
construction establishing these two ‘po- 
sitions, and it necessarily, therefore, 
results, as announced in El Dorado 
County vs. Meiss, that the Supervisors 
possess no power under the Constitution 
and law to appoint a license tax col- 
lector. The Legislature has already 
provided among the county officers one 
tax collector, and revenue derived 
from persons or business is 1. tax as 


well as that assessed and levied 
upon property. The county govern- 
ment law in question authorizes su- 
pervisors to  coHect this license 


tax ‘“‘by suit or otherwise;” if it be by 
suit it would hardly be contended that 
they would be justified in empioying 
an attorney for the county, or that 
they possess the power to do so. The 


duty of prosecuting suits on behalf of | 


the county, and in the*county’s inter- 
est devolves upon the District Attorney, 
a county officer provided for by the 
Legislature, under the section of the 
Constitution referred to. So, in refer- 
ence to the collection of taxes, without 
suit, the Legislature no doubt consid- 
ered that one tax coliector for the 
county was sufficient to collect all 
manner of public ‘revenue on behalf 
of the county, whether in the mature 
of license taxes or taxes upon prop- 
erty. At any nate no separate county 
officer for the collection of license 
taxes has been created by the Legisla- 
ture, and that body is alone to deter- 
mine whether the “public convenience 


if 


may require’ a separate county officer 
for such purpose. 

It results, therefore, that the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Hodgman as License Tix 
Collector the county, wes .without 
authority on the puirt of the Super- 
visors, and is void, and it is the duty 
of the court so to declare, whatever 
tempgrarye inconvenience may result 
therefrom. The demurrer to the an- 
swer must be sustained, and the re- 
Straining order in this case granted, 
and it is so ordered.

Briefly 
Stated, ‘the initiative means that the 
people need.not wait or depend upon 
their legislature to originate any par- 
ticular legisjation, but under ceriain 
prescribed conditions may ‘hold an eiec- 
tion and vote for the introduction of 
any meaeure which ‘they strongly de- 
sire to see passed. In like manner the 
referendum provides that after any 
important measure has been passed by 
the legis“iture, it must, under certain 
presaribed conditions, be presented to 
the entire people for their approval. 

These two laws have worked well, 
and the Swiss people could not now 
be induced to part with ‘hem under 
any circumstances. This is certainly 
a long step in tthe direction of true 
domociiacy, and it might be” well to 
discuss ‘the propriety of introducing 
something of a similar kind in this 
country. It should, however, not be 
forgotten (tHat it is a much more diffi- 
cult thing to institute reforms in a 
country of 70,000,000 of peuple than it 
is in a little counltry like Switzerland. 
Att ithe same ‘time, because a ‘thing is 
difficult is no reason why it should be 
given up as hopeless. We should not 
fall into ‘the error of considering ‘that 
our form of government is entirely per- 
feat, but should always be on ‘the look- 
out for any desirable reforms, and be 
ready to adopt them whenever they 
are practicable.
